of fen co con stru cted iu this man n er at 
a cou n ty fair in Iowa in 18 59 .

n ow 40 y ears of ag e, who when a boy 
of 9 or 10 was presen t at the cou n ty 
fair an d in play in g with some other lads 
was thrown ag ain st tho wire fen ce an d 
had his face sov eroly cu t by the barbs, 
the scars showin g to this day .

W ashingt on Cit y, 
Feb. 4 . — Presid en t 
Clevelan d has approved an d promulgated the 
n ew civil service rules which are to go in to 
effect on the 1st of March n ext. 
The recon ­ 
structed 1 u’es have boon carefully con sid ered 
by the presid en t an d com mis n on for n early 
a year. 
The civil service regulation s have 
also beon revised to con form to the n ew 
rules. 
The most importan t features of the 
n ew rules are as follows: 
The gen eral rules are n in e in n umber, an d 
are applicable, except in on e or two particu­ 
lars, to all parts of the classified service, an d 
to some parts of the service n ot yet classified 
un d er tho law or rules. 
By these rules it is 
mad e an offen se pun ishable by d ismissal in 
an y officer of the executive civil service to 
use his official authority or in fluen ce for the 
purpose of in terferin g with an election 
01 
con trollin g the results thereof, or to d ismiss 
or to cause to be d ismissed , or to use In fluen ce 
of an y kin d to procure the d ismissal of an y 
person from an y place in said service because 
such person has refused to be coerced in his 
political action , or has refused to con tribute 
mon ey for an y political purpose, or to ren d er 
political service. 
The provision s of the civil service law 
which are in ten d ed to preven t the con tribu­ 
tion by civil officials to political purposes are 
about as iron clad as it is possible to make 
them. 
They preven t the employe from giv­ 
in g in an y way an y mon ey to assist a polit­ 
ical campaign , an d prohibit tho n omin atin g 
or appoin tin g officers from in terferin g with 
an y employe who refuses so to con tribute. 
The n ew rules specially provid e for the thor­ 
ough en forcemen t of this part of the law, 
an d provid e for tho d ismissal of an y on e vio­ 
latin g it. 
It is also provid ed that n o question in an y 
examin ation shall I hi so framed as to elicit 
the political or religious opin ion or affiliation 
of competitors for place, an d that if an y ap­ 
poin tin g or n omin atin g officer shall make in ­ 
quiry con cern in g, or in an y other way at­ 
tempt to ascrtn iu, the politics or religion of 
an y person who has passed examin ation , or 
who shall d iscrimin ate in favor of or again st 
such person shall be d ismissed from office. 
By the gen eral rules several n on -competi­ 
tive examin ation s are provid ed for, an d com­ 
pulsory examin ation 4 for 
promotion era 
d irected . 
The compulsory examin ation pro­ 
vision os suggested by the commis'fion was 
amen d ed by tho pre-u ’cut, who ad d ed tho 
followin g word ?; 
‘‘But parson s in tho clas­ 
sified service who wer * hon orably d ischarged 
from the military or n aval service of the 
Un ited States, an d the wid ows an d orphan s 
of d e< cased sold iers an d sailors, shall be ex­ 
empt from such examin ation .” 
An other importan t feature of the gen eral 
rules gives authority to an appoin tin g or 
n omin atin g ot!b« r, to whom the commission - 
,»i*s may sen d the n ames of person s d eclared 
by thorn to be eligible to u certain place, to 
object in writin g to all or an y on e of the per­ 
son s thus certified , slatin g that for reason s 
to be particularly « [» eeiflod such person s, or 
an y of them, are n ot capable of performin g 
the d uties of the vacan t place, an d the com­ 
mission ers « re d irected to make certification 
of other n ames if the objection s are ascer­ 
tain ed to I*c good an d well foun d ed . 
The gen eral rules also provid e that sold iers 
an d iail s -* who hive been hon orably d is­ 
charge! bee iuse of sickn ess or woun d s shall 
be certifl id for appoin tmen t iu preferen ce to 
other person s of higher grad e in the exam­ 
in ation , an d that in makin g an y red uction 
of force in an y bran ch of the classified ser- 
vic * hon orably d ischarged sold iers an d Bail­ 
ors, an d also the wid ows an d orphan s 
of d e­ 
ceased sold iers an d sailors, shall bo i ©turn ed 
m preferen ce to others. 
The d epartmen t rules authorize the clas­ 
sification of commission s an d in d epen d en t 
bureaus, as well as tho d epartmen ts at Wash­ 
in gton , an d prescribe 
the examin ation that 
must bo provi led to test fitn ess for ad mission 
to this bran ch of the service 
Tho maximum ago limitation of 45 years is 
abrogated , an d tlie min imum limitation is 
raised from IS to 2Jyears. 
Sold iers an d sail­ 
ors who have a claim of preferen ce iu civil 
appoin tmen ts are let in at (»5 per cen tum, but 
iu all other cases the min imum grad e of 
eligibility has twen raised from <>> to 70 p?r 
cen tum. The n umber of n ames to bo certified 
to an appoin tin g officer from which to select 
for an appoin tmen t has boon red uced from 
four to three. 
On e importan t ad d ition to the rules n ow 
iu forca, in d orsed by Messrs. Oberly an d 
Lyman , read s as follows: “When ever a d is­ 
missal from the executive civil service is 
mad e, a written statemen t of the cause of 
the d ismissal must be filed in the d epartmen t 
or office from which the d ismissal is mad e, 
an d become part of the record in such d e­ 
partmen t or office.” 
Commission er Ed gor* 
ton opposed the ad option of this rule, an d in 
this be wn s supported by Presid en t Cleve­ 
lan d , an d it was therefore exclud ed from tho 
n ew rules.

—The scen es 
en acted here d urin g the lon g strike of 1S75, 
when Mol lie Maguireism was run n in g ram ­ 
pan t an d a reign of terror prevailed through­ 
out the region , were eclipsed Frid ay even in g 
by a.riot between the stribin g min ers an d 
the coai an d iron police, in which five men 
were shot an d two of the officers severely 
beaten . 
When the presen t strike began n o­ 
bod y thought the min ers could be exasper­ 
ated to the exten t of tran sgressin g the law, 
an d it was to their cred it that up to Frid ay 
there had been n o violen ce of an y kin d . 
The Philad elphia & Read in g Coal an d Iron 
compan y mad e an effort d hursd ay to start 
four of their collieries here, an d succeed ed in 
gettin g them in operation with a small force 
of han d s at each. 
Thursd ay even in g, when 
the men an d boys resumed were on their way 
home they had to run the gaun tlet of groups 
of strikers, who hurled the offen sive epithet 
of “scab” an d occasion ally threw a more 
d ead ly missile at their head s. The men were 
guard ed by a small force of coal an d iron 
policemen , which alon e protected them from 
violen ce. 
Frid ay even in g the performan ce was re­ 
peated , but with more serious con sequen ces. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock a crowd of strikers, 
chiefly Polan d ers an d Hun garian s, were seen 
goin g in the d irection of the Bhen an d oah 
Valley colliery. They d istributed themselves 
alon g the main road , a few small d etach­ 
men ts takin g up position s on the by-road s. 
When the men quit work an d left the break­ 
er Officers P. C. Kreiger, Jacob H. Shan e,

The statement ia made that the 
world’s product of tin is about 40,000 
tons a year, and that the United States 
consumes about one-half of the prod 
uct. 
The countries producing tin in 
the largest quantities are Malacca, Aus­ 
tralia, and England. Peru comes next, 
and then Bohemia, Saxony, and Spain. 
The product for 1885 is given as fol 
lows: 
Malacca, 21,000; Australia, 8,< 
500; England, 0,000; Bohemia, 60; Sax­ 
ony, 100; Spain, 40; and Peru, 1,500 
tons, making a total of 40,230 tons. 
It 
is stated that as early as 1100 years be­ 
fore the Christain era the Phoenicians 
traded with England for tin, and that 
it was this trade that first gave them 
commercial importance. 
What is 
called tin in domestic language, is sheet 
iron covered with a layer of tin. Brit- 
tannia motal consists of equal parts of 
brass and tin, antimony and bismuth, 
pewter is four parts tin and one part 
lead; Queen’s metal is nine parts tin 
and one part each of antimony, bismuth, 
and lead; bell metal is seventy-eight 
parts copper and twenty-two parts tin; 
gun motal is seventy-eight parts cop­ 
per and twenty-two parts tin; specu­ 
lum metal is one part tin and two parts 
copper; tin and mercury are used in 
silvering looking-glasses. 
Buch facts 
show the wide rango of uses to which 
tin is applied, and give an idea of its 
great value. 
The value of block fand 
sheet tin importod into tho United 
Btates from 1880 to 1885, both inclusive, 
amounts to $131,000,000. 
From time 
to time discoveries of tin in various por­ 
tions of tho United Btates have been 
reported, but in no instance has it been 
found in paying quantities, until re­ 
cently. 
The discoveries in tho Black 
Hills of Dakota promise largo returns 
for investments. 


As ye t all avo know of the recent 
great flood in Chijia, said to bo tho 
most destructive of life and property 
that has occurred in historic time, 
comes in a brief nows item. 
It is 
stated that 16,000 square miles of land, 
heretofore supporting a dense popula­ 
tion, has been ontirely submerged and 
is now covered by a rolling sea. 
By 
this deluge 3,000,000 people have been 
made homeless and 750,000 have been 
drowned. 
In Chinese legend a century 
hence this awful flood will probably 
figure like that of Deucalion in Greok 
legend. 
Bupernatural causes will be 
assigned as the origin and reason for a 
tremendous outbreak of offended J oss. 
Great events will bo dated from it for 
ages. 
But had tho 
government of 
China been little loss than barbarous 
it is probable all this calamity might 
have been averted. 
It could not have 
occurred in Holland, whero tho patient 
Dutch defy tho rivers and sea, and 
where reprisals aro made from them 
instead of encroachments being per­ 
mitted. 
The world now goes to Hol­ 
land for instruction in hydraulics and 
hydrostatics, for no other nation has 
over so well succeeded in doing what 
Canute tried to do but could not. 
There is great need to many govern­ 
ments far more enlightened than China, 
our own included, of just such practical 
knowledge of dikes and drainage, sea 
Avails and levees, eccentric river cur­ 
rents and phenomenal tidal waves, as 
the history of Holland affords. 
The 
problem of Mississippi Iiiver improve­ 
ment might well be submitted to Dutch 
engineers. 
If it had been yoars ago 
millions upon millions would have been 
saved.

of the Nation'« Civiliza­ 
tion. 
[Philadelphia Record.] 
It is an unquestionable fact that the 
cuisine is a fair criterion of the civiliza­ 
tion of any nation, and that of Mexico 
is as unique as the dress and manners 
of her people, writes a correspondent. 
No doubt the climate and Moorish 
architecture of tho houses have much 
to do with it. 
In this hot country and 
in these windowless kitchens steady 
fires are out of the question. 
When 
gnarled 
and 
crooked 
sticks are 
bought by weight, at the rate of 
one and a 
half cents per pound, 
and coal, brought from great distances 
is $16 to $20 per ton, naturally economy 
in fuel is a prime consideration. 
A typical 
Mexican 
kitchen has 
neither stove, table, 
chair, nor cup­ 
board, the clean swept clay floor, an 
abode shelf against the wall and a few 
hooks and pegs answering every pur­ 
pose. 
In the houses of tho rich an 
abode range is built into tho wall, 
which is really a long, narrow box 
made of sun-baked clay and partitioned 
off into little compartments, within 
each of which a handful of charcoal may 
be consumed. 
The middle classes use 
a big clay jar or pot, in lieu of a range, 
in which charcoal is also burned, while 
the poor havo “ all out doors’* for a 
kitchen, and build their tiny fire of 
sticks wherever it is most convenient. 
The cooking utensils are seldom of 
iron, because here that metal is very 
scarce and dear, but earthen pots are 
almost universally used, instead of tho 
kettles and frying-pans to which North­ 
ern housekeepers are accustomed. 
It 
seems incredible that a dinner of sev­ 
eral courses can bo prepared over a 
charcoal pot not much larger than a 
peck measure, the various edibles all 
cooked in smaller pots set within it 
Let us observe some of the dishes. 
Perhaps the most important part of the 
menu is tho tortilla, or unleavened pan­ 
cake, the Mexican “ staff of life” and 
staple article of food. 
It is made of 
common field corn soaked in lime 
water, and then crushed into pasta on 
a stone metate with a stone roller. Tho 
women of the household go through 
the entire laborious process as many 
times every day as there aro meals to 
be eaten, kneeling upon tho floor be­ 
hind the low metate. 
The paste is then 
mixed with a little water with no salt 
or soda, and small masses of it are 
flattened into little cakes, much as En­ 
glish scones or Yankee buck wheat cakes, 
spattered into shape between the hands 
and baked immediately upon a flat 
stone or piece of iron or tin over the 
lire. 
Throughout all Mexico tortillas 
lave been in use from the earliest 
times, with no change in tho manner of 
making thorn except that for the noble 
Aztecs in Montezuma’s time tho leaves 
of various 
medicinal plants 
woro 
tneaded in with the dough. 
Then there is pueharo, or tho boiled 
conglomeration that always follows Hie 
soup, consisting of mutton, beef, bacon, 
fowls, sausage, garbanzos 
(a largo 
white bean,) small gourds, squash, 
greons, pears, apples and every other 
seed, root, and vegetable known to man, 
all boiled together, a piece of each 
piled upon your plate, and a sauce of 
herbs, tomatoes, 
and 
red-hot chili 
poured over it. 
At every Mexican din­ 
ner the third course is invariably pu- 
chara, after caldo (broth,) and the 
stew of rice, vermicelli or macaroni, 
mixed with tomatoes, cheese, or sour 
milk. 
There is mole, which means any 
kind of fish, flesh, or foul, with a sauce 
of roasted chili poppers, which turns 
the whole tiling to a deep dark red, 
and is fiery enough to draw tears from 
tho oyes of a graven image. 
Thore is 
the tamale, innocent enough in its look 
to tempt a baby, but so hot with chili 
within that one’s throat neods to be 
triple plated with tin. 
It is made of 
red peppers, tomatoes, and onions, with 
chopped meat, rolled in tortilla dough 
and put inside a corn husk. 
Thev are 
then boiled or steamed in the husk, 
which 
flavors 
them 
through and 
through, and really they aro not bad 
when one’s “ inner man” becomes hard­ 
ened to the chili. 
Another delicacy is 
known as enchilades, made of tortilla 
dough rolled over au nnguessable con­ 
undrum of chopped chicken, red pep­ 
pers, green tomatoos, garlic, raisins, 
and Heaven knows what. 
These aro 
also inclosed in corn husks and boiled 
and are very good eating if one be not 
too particular as to the component 
parts of the conundrum and tho dirt it 
may incidentally contain. 
There aro 
also boiled nopals or fruit of tho 
“ prickly pear” species of cacti, bananas 
fried in lard, goat’s milk cheese ‘ to bo 
eaten with honey, and last, but by no 
means least, frijoles or red beans, which 
everybody in Mexico eats at least three 
times a day, and which immediately pre­ 
cedes 
the dessert 
at 
every 
well 
regulated dinner. 
They are first par­ 
boiled in water, after which the cook 
takes the stewing jar, pours out the 
water, throws the beaus into the air 
and catches them again in the jar, 
keeping up tho operation until they be­ 
come quite cool, when they are mixed 
with chili ami fried in fat.

"Ter all,” said the dining-room girl, 
with a smile and a shake of her head.

“ All,” replied the girl, impatiently, 
and with a suspicion of contempt in 
her tone. 
“ Te bodatiss is all.” 
A native, with the whiskers of a 
patriarch, if i t was the habit of the 
X>atriarchs to anoint their beards at 
meal time with mashed turnips and 
chicken gravy, came to* my rescue. 
"She meanss ter hain’t any more yit, 
alretty. 
Ter all.” 
And thus I learned that the Pennsyl­ 
vania Dutch never say that anything is 
“ gone.” If the bar runs out of beer, 
the beer is "alL” When the sauerkraut 
barrel is empty the kraut is "alL” But 
there is one thing that is never "all.” 
That is pie. 
If some thrifty and 
hearty Dutch citizens should ever ask 
for pie, and word should go back to 
him that there was no pie, the relations 
be tA v e e n him and his host would at 
once become strained. 
But the neces­ 
sity of asking for pie seldom exists, 
either at tavern or farm-house. 
At a 
Pennsylvania Dutch inn the waiter 
doesn’t disturb your tympanum with: 
"Mincerapplepierpud’n ? ” 
She fetches in the pie at the proper 
time and places it before you. 
Not 
only pie, but a whole pie; and not only 
one whole pie, but sometimes three or 
four whole pies, all of different kinds. 
The black-eyed girl Avith rosy cheeks, 
who knocked me out by telling me that 
the potatoes were all, placed four uncut 
pies on the table immediately after­ 
ward. 
There was a cheese custard, a 
cranberry tart, a sweet potato custard, 
and a snilz pie. 
No matter how many 
pies there are on the table every guest 
is expected to help himself to each 
one as his inclination and capacity 
prompt him. 
There is always enough. 
The only thing that is short about 
Pennsylvania Dutch pies is tho crust. 
Bnitz is dried apples. 
Snitz means 
the cutting of apples into small pieces 
for drying, and snitz parties are among 
i the dissipations of the Dutch boys aud 
girls. 
A favorito viand in the rural 
districts of Lancaster County is snitz 
and knep, a 
combination of 
dried 
apples, fat pork, and dumplings, all 
boiled 
together. 
This 
for supper 
might not at first thought strike a 
vegetarian as just the thing to go to 
bed with if he had set his mind on 
gentle dalliance with the drowsy god, 
but it isn’t so much of an aider and 
abettor 
of nightmare as 
it looks. 
Still, two platefuls isn’t any too light 
for one man to eat, especially if he irri­ 
gates it with a glass or two of last 
year’s cider. 
The Pennsylvania Dutch­ 
man isn’t very susceptible to a joke, 
but there is one about snitz that he al­ 
ways laughs at. The Lancaster County 
papers print it once every year as a 
sort of premium to their subscribers. 
It goes thus: 
A teacher 
Av as giving a class of 
youngsters an object lesson in mathe­ 
matics. 
Bhe held up an apple, and 
asked the class what the apple would 
make if she should cut it in two pieces. 
“ Halves,” replied the class,promptly. 
“ If I cut the halves, Avhat will they 
make ? ’ 
‘ ‘Quarters. ” 
“ If I cut the quarters, what will they 
make ? ” 
"Snitz!” exclaimed the class, and a 
standard and historic joke was born.

Schmierkä se has all seasons for its 
OAv n among the Pennsylvania Dutch 
farmers, but it is only in the fall that 
sauerkraut and lodwaorriek get their 
work in. 
In the fall, too, metzelsup is 
on the circuit, and many rise up gladly 
and clutch it. 
LodAvnerriek is apples 
and cider boiled together until thore is 
no more cider left, and the apples 
have become a savory pulp the color 
of a mahogany bureau. In English the 
result is called apple butter. 
It is 
good. 
There is in existence in a truth­ 
ful family of Lancaster County a sealed 
jar of applo butter which was put 
down before the Revolutionary Avar. 
They are keeping it until some other 
family produces a “ setting” of eight­ 
eenth century buckwheat cakes. 
Then 
there Avill be a feast.

The Anchor Brake. 
Among the many recent railway in­ 
ventions which have attracted special 
attention is wliat is termed the anchor 
b rake, to b e used in cases of emergency . 
The plan involved in this case is that 
of having an anchor to drop from the 
rear end of the train and engage with 
the ties. 
Provision for preventing the 
b ending of the ties, under the strain 
b rought upon them, might, it is sug­ 
gested, b e devised as simply as for the 
ax les, and, b y having a good long 
spring to ease tl e shock when the an­ 
chor came to a b earing, in addition to 
the relief which would come from the 
draw springs of the entire train with­ 
out any ex pense at all, a train might 
easily b e b rought to a stop within fif­ 
teen or twenty feet from an ordinary 
passenger speed, if something did not 
give way . 
A more practicab le inven­ 
tion, perhaps, is that of a ear fire-ex ­ 
tinguisher, in case of derailment or 
collision. It consists of a tank of water 
ab ove the stove, just ab ove the fire; a 
trap in the b ottom of the tank is con­ 
nected b y levers with a series of arms 
at the b ottom of the ear, one of these 
arms ex tending under each corner of 
each platform, while another ex tends 
down toward the track; in case, there­ 
fore, of collision, one of the arms un­ 
der the platform must b e struck first, 
thus moving the lever, opening the 
trap, and instantly deluging the fire 
with w ater; or, in case of derailment, 
one of the arms hanging down toward 
the track is struck, and operates the 
lever.— New Yo rk Su n .
